Teutons may Give up Fight for 
Ypres. Heavy Cannonading 
in Lys Region. 


SIGN TRADE PACT 
WITH NORWEGIANS 


TURNING TO THE SOUTH 


Frcnrh Strike Hard Blow by Driving: 
Germans from 
Strategic Hill that 
Coveted Railway. 


London, May 4—Having met with a 
reverse in their operations on 
the 
northern side of the Flanders salient, 
where the French and British have 
stood shoulder to shoulder in defense 
of Ypres and the high ground which 
forms a bulwark in front of the Chan­ 
nel ports, the Germans have, as indi­ 
cated by the most recent reports turn­ 
ed to the southern side of the angle 
in the Allied lines in Northern Framce. 
On Thursday night and Friday the 
German artillery had seemingly cen­ 
tered 
its fire on the 
line 
between 
Givenchy and the Neippe forest, and 
it may be that the enemy soon will 
launch an attack against this vital 
section of the British line. 
Dispatches from the British head­ 
quarters tell of a tremendous cannon­ 
ade in the Ly3 region, which may be 
taken to mean the part of the Flan­ 
ders battlefield 
at or near Merville 
where the Germans made their great­ 
est advance after the fall of Armen- 
tiercs. 
Cannot Take Ypres 
Articles appearing in German news­ 
papers would seem to indicate efforts 
to prepare the German people for an 
announcement that there will be 
no 
immediate attempt 
to take Ypres. 
Experts writing what may be consid­ 
ered inspired reviews of the situation 
say that nothing would be gained by 
the capture of the ruined city. 
This may mean that the Germans 
will turn 
their attention 
to some 
other part of the front for a new ef­ 
fort, and the bombardment of 
the 
lines near Merville and farther East 
may be the first step in an attempt 
cither to bore straight through the 
Allied armies or cut through toward 
the south and force a British retire­ 
ment from the Arras-Lercs salient. 
So far as known no infantry fighting 
has occurred in this sector in the last 
day. 
The French Strike Hard 
The French have meanwhile deliv­ 
ered a telling blow south-east 
of 
Amiens.

Under the agreement 
Norway ;s 
assured of supplies to cover her esti­ 
mated needs, so far as they can be 
furnished without detriment to the 
"war needs of the United States and 
its associates, 
and Norway on 
her 
part agrees to permit unhampered ex­ 
port to America and its Allies of all 
Norwegian products not needed for 
home consumption. 
It is provided that none of the sup­ 
plies imported from the United States 
or its associates, or forwarded with 
the aid 
of American bunker 
coal, 
shall go directly or indirectly to the 
Central Powers or be used to Replace 
commodities exported to those coun­ 
tries. 
This applies to anything pro­ 
duced by any 
auxiliaries to produc­ 
tion obtained under the agreement.

by 
Vance 
C. McCormick, 
chairman of 
the War Trade Board, and Dr. Frit- 
joff Nansen, the famous explorer, on 
special mission to this country from 
Norway. 
An agreement between the United

MAY TRY PEACE OFFENSIVE 


Washington, May 4—Simultaneous­ 
ly with the announcement that 233,- 
000 men from 45 states had been call­ 
ed to join the colors in May, Secretary 
Baker indicated the scope of the gov­ 
ernment’s plans fb{r increasing its 
fighting strength, 
by stating 
that 
Congress had been asked to appro­ 
priate approximately 
$15,000,000,000 
for the Army for the next fiscal year. 
That amount is exclusive of funds 
provided in 
the 
fortifications 
bill, 
which not only covers coast defenses, 
but, as a rule, provides the bulk of 
heavy field ordnance. 
Last year the army estimates ag­ 
gregated six billion and six hundred 
millions to pay for a force of 1,500,- 
000 men, which has already been ex­ 
ceeded. 
Many From Pennsylvania 
The call for a quarter of a million 
men during May goes to all states 
except California, Oregon and 
Ne­ 
vada, which with the District of Col­ 
umbia, already have supplied so large 
a part of their quotas that it was de­ 
cided not to include them this time. 
The movement in most states 
will 
begin May 25 and will be completed 
in five days. 
This brings the total 
number of 
men called for the month of May, in­ 
cluding special classes, approximate­ 
ly 305,000. 
The apportionment among the states 
include: 
Pennsylvania, 7,700 Camp Meade, 
Md.; 4,000 Camp Lee, Va.; 3,000 Camp 
Humphreys, Va.; 2,023 Camp Green­ 
leaf, S. C. 
"No Limit”, Says Baker 
By this order the W ar Department 
abandons its plan of assembling men 
in even monthly increments of ap­ 
proximately 100,000. 
Under the orig­ 
inal program it was intended to call 
out not to exceed 800,000 additional . 
men during 1018. 
The call for 150,- 
000 in April and 233,000 this month 
will bring out in two months half 
the number originally contemplated 
for the year. 
Officials made it clear 
that it is now the purpose to mobilize 
all the men for whom equipment and 
training facilities can be provided. 
‘‘Let us avoid specific figures”, Sec­ 
retary Bilker again said. “They imply 
limit;.

We will call them as rapidly 
as they can be trained and sent for­ 
ward.” 
To Build More Camps 
In preparation for this tremendous 
increase in the Army the House Mili- 
B efore! tary Committee was told that every 
existing cantonment in the country 
will be enlarged and every National 
Guard camp utilizes] to its full ea- 
paciity. 
It is regarded as probable 
that some new cantonments must be 
built, but in the interests of speed 
and economy of effort and 
material, 
pressure will be placed upon expand­ 
ing existing facilities. Ground has al­ 
ready been obtained in the vicinity of 
several cantonments for the expan­ 
sion and details of the new construc­ 
tion are being worked out 
by the 
General Staff, which also is studying 
the necessity of and proper location 
for additional cantonments. 
The May draft 
allotments 
were 
made on the population basis hereto­ 
fore used, but subsequent distribution 
of quotas will be much altered when 
the number of men furnished by any 
state is computed from the number of 
available^ it has in Class One. 
To Form New Divisions 
The men called out this month will 
be mobilized generally at

| wounded, It is very burd for the aver­ 
age civilian to comprehend the enor­ 
mous cost of taking cure of wounded 
and the war In general. He or she gets 
so accustomed to seeing billions of dol­ 
lars In print that the significance of 
i the ninount la pawed over without 
I thought. 
From an official statement published 
I in one of the London papers, It Is 
i stated that it costs between six and 
I seven thousand pounds ($30,000 to $35,- 
000) to kill or wound a soldier. This 
result was attained by taking the cost 
: of the war to date and dividing It by 
the killed and wounded. 
It may sound heartless and Inhuman, 
hut It Is a fact, nevertheless, that from 
( a military standpoint It Is better for a 
. man to be killed than wounded. 
If a man is killed he Is hurled, and 
i the responsibility of the government 
I ceases, excepting for the fact that his 
people receive a pension. But If a man 
I Is wounded It takes three men from 
the firing line, the wounded mon and 
I two men to carry him to the rear to 


j the advanced first-aid post. Here he is 
attended by a doctor, perhaps assist- 
i ed by two R. A. M. C. men. Then he Is 
put Into u motor ambulance, manned ! 
by a crew of two or three. At th,* field • 
hospital, where he generally goes un- 
! lier an anesthetic, either to have his 
j wounds cleaned or to be operated on. 
he requires the services of about three 
to five persons. 
From this point an­ 
other ambulance ride Impresses more 
men in his service, and then at the am­ 
bulance train, another corps of doc­ 
tors. ll. A. M. C. men, Heil Cross nurses 
and the train’s crew. From the train 
he enters the base hospital or casualty 
j clearing station, where a good-sized 
corps of doctors, nurses, etc., ure kept 
\ busy. 
Another ambulance journey is 
, next In order—this time to the hospital 
(ship. 
Ile crosses the channel, arrives 
in Blighty—more ambulances and per­ 
haps a Title for five hours on an Eng­ 
lish Red Cross train with Its crew of 
Red Cross workers, and at last he 
reaches the hospital.

and stopping in front of a bunch of u s 4 
on the fire step, with a broad grin on 
his face, asked: 
“Who Is going to volunteer for listen­ 
ing post tonight? I need two men.” 
It Is needless to say no one volun­ 
teered, because It Is anything but a 
cushy Job, I began to feel uncomfort­ 
able as I knew It was getting around 
for my turn. Sure enough, with another 
grin, he said: 
“Empey, you and Wheelor are due, 
so come down into ray dugout for In­ 
structions at six o’clock.” 
Just as he left and was going around 
a traverse, Fritz turned loose with a 
machine gun aud the bullets ripped the 
sandbags right over his head. It gave 
me great pleasure to see him duck 
against the parapet. He was getting a 
taste of what we would get later out 
In front. 
Then, of course, It began to rain. I 
knew It was the forerunner of a mis­ 
erable night for us. Every time I had 
to go out In front, It just naturally 
rained. Old Jupiter Pluvius must have 
had It in for me. 
At six we reported for Instructions. 
They were simple and easy. 
All we 
had to do was to crawl out Into No 
Man’s Land, lie on our bellies with our 
ears to the ground and listen for the 
tap, tap of the German engineer* or 
sappers who might be tunneling under 
No Man’s Land to establish a. mine* 
head beneath our trench. 
Of epurse, In our orders we were told 
not to be captured by German patrols 
or reconnoitering parties. 
Lots 
of 
breath Is wasted on the western front 
giving silly cautions. 


As spon as It was dark, Wheeler and 
I crawled to our post which was about 
halfway between the lines. 
It was 
raining bucketfuls, the ground was a 
stat of sticky mud and clung to us Uke 
glue. 
We took turns In listening with our 
ears to the ground. I would listen for 
twenty minutes while Wheeler would 
Ik* on the qui vive for German patrols. 
We each wore a wristwatch, and be­ 
lieve me, neither one of us did .over 
twenty minutes. 
The rain soaked us 
to the akia und our curs were full of 
mud. 
Every few minutes a bullet would 
crack overhead or a machine gun would 
traverse back and forth. 
Then all firing suddenly reused. 
I 
whispered to Wheeler, “Keep your eye 
skinned, m ate; most likely Fritz bus 
a patrol out—that’s why the Boches 
have stopped firing.” 
We were each armed with a rifle and 
bayonet and three Mills bombs to be 
used for defense only. 
I had my ear to the ground. All of 
A sudden I heard faint, dull thuds. 
In a low but excited voice I whispered 
to Wheeler. “I think they are mining, 
listen.” 
He put his ear to the ground and 
In an unsteady voice spoke Into my 
ear: 
“Yank, that's a patrol and It’s bead­ 
ing our way. 
For God's sake keep 
still.” 
I was as still as a mouse and was 
seared stiff. 
Hardly breathing and with eyes try­ 
ing to pierce the Inky blackness, we 
waited. 
I w’ould have given a thou­ 
sand pounds to huve beer safely In 
my dugout. 
Then we plainly heard footsteps and 
our heart# stood still. 
A dark form suddenly loomed up In 
front of mc; It looked as big as the 
Woolworth building. 
I could hear 
the blood rushing through my veins 
and it sounded as loud as Niagara 
falls. 
Forms seemed to emerge from the 
darkness. 
There were seven of them 
In all. I tried to wish them away. I 
never wished harder In my life. They 
muttered a few words In German and 
melted Into the blackness. 
I didn't 
stop wishing either. 
AU of a sudden we heard a stumble, 
a muddy splash, and a muttered “Don­ 
ner und Blitzcn.” One of tho Boches 
had tumbled Into a shell hole. Neither 
of us laughed. At that time—It didn't 
strike us ss funny. 
About twenty minutes after the Ger­ 
mans bad disappeared something from 
tho rear grabbed me by the foot.

nearly fainted with fright. 
Then a 
welcome whisper In a cockney accent. 
“I s’y, myte, we’ve come to relieve 
you” 
Wheeler and I crawled back to our 
trench; we looked like wet hens and 
felt worse. After a swig of rum we 
were soon fast asleep on the fire step 
to our wet clothe*. 
The next morning I was as stiff as a 
poker and every Joint ached like a 
had tooth, but I was still alive, so it 
did not matter.

Ta Win This War tbs American Pee- 
pit Must Awaken to Full Realiza­ 
tion of All It Means and All 
It Demands. 


Chicago.—“We do not know that we 
are at war. Five thousand miles away 
our troops ore moving Into battle. In 
a million.American homes, the casualty 
lists are watched with anxious eyes. 
Tears and anguish and heartbreaks are 
the price we must pay to write a head­ 
line of Victory,” declared Oswald F. 
Scbuette, fur three years war corres­ 
pondent of die Chicago News with the 
armies of the Central powers, In an ad­ 
dress before the Press club of Chicago. 
”A year ago we unfurled the battle 
flags of the republic. We pledged our­ 
selves to the greatest sacrifice this 
greatest of world wars might demand. 
The American people are ready to 
make that sacrifice. But so far we dc 
not know over here what war really 
Is. I have come out of three years In 
that Inferno. 
All Europe Is aflame. 
It knows It la In the war. Even neu­ 
tral countries such as Switzerland feel 
it a hundredfold more than we. There 
economy and conservation Is no longer 
a master of preachment, of voluntary 
sacrifice. 
It is a matter of enforced 
necessity, of grim compulsion. 
They 
are not saving feoff to feed someone 
else. 
They are saving because they 
have too little themselves. And In the 
warring countries there la war in every 
breath. 
War It a tragic reality for 
them. They do not need flags In the 
streets to remind them of th© war— 


h im ! you see few flags over thei%. War 
portions out their meager Tattoos. War 
Is their cook. War allots the comforts 
ut their dally Ufo. and the proportions 
are small. 
Luxuries ore gone. 
War 
stalks through their streets with the 
soldiers tu uniform. War’s shadow la 
behind the mothers who pray In the 
churches that their boys may be saved. 
Sounds a Warning. 
“We hardly know these things. We 
are revelling In luxury, and call It war 
economy. 
We think we are saving, 
yet I have seen more food wasted In 
the two weeks stuce I landed In New 
York than lo the three years of my 
war experiences. 
”1 do not say this as a complaint. 
I say It as a warning. We must learn 
quickly the great lessons of this war. 
For every day we walt n^w will cost 
us two later on. 
If we walt long 
enough, they will cost us weeks. To 
win this war, we must awaken to a 
full realization of all It means and all 
It demands. We mutt be In It. not one 
million strong, but one hundred mil­ 
lions strong. We must muke economy 
not a fad or a principle, but a sacri­ 
fice. 
“Five weeks ago. I was In Genera! 
Pershing's headquarters In France, and 
mw our soldiers march out to unknown 
destinies lo the trenches. 
Proudly 
they marched, knowing that they car­ 
ried with them the hearts and the pray­ 
ers of our great nation. Now It Is up 
to us to show them that we ara behind 
them. 
And we will do so. 
We will 
show the people of France who have 
seen our soldiers march Into French 
trenches, that this great nation stands 
behind those soldiers. 
“Don’t be misled by any false tale 
that our enemy is collapsing, thst Ger­ 
many Is on the verge of revolution. 
that her army Is ready to mutiny, that 
her people are starving. We have be­ 
lieved too mony such reports ta tbs 
year that has past. 
Germany to not 
starving. 
She has been mighty hun­ 
gry for three years. 
But Germany 
knows that she Is In the war. 
On# Egg In Th res Weeks. 
“Shortly after -the break of (Bpi* 
nm tic relations o year ago, when I 
was still lo Berlin for the Dally News, 
sn American colleague, the Berlin rep- 
reseutatlvs of the Associated Press, 
contracted pneumonia. It was a criti­ 
cal case. 
The physicians said they 
could cure the pneumonia. 
But they 
said the patient would never recover. 
Tho Beriiu food rations, they said, 
would not permit that. Patients such 
as be, they, say, invariably died. That 
was tho penalty of war. For It takes 
eggs and butter and milk aud other 
unknown luxuries to bring a man back 
from the grave. At that time, the Ber­ 
lin egg ration was about one every 
three weeks. 
Every three weeks, by 
the calendar, a coupon on the egg card 
would be validated to entitle the hold­ 
er to purchase one egg from the grocer 
with whom his name had been regis­ 
tered. Ofteu the groceries did not have 
eggs enough to fill even this scanty o r 
der. 
But we sent out an appeal to 
every available American to help. We 
mobilized every egg lo the American 
colony In Berun. We gathered all the 
butter we could find. 
We asked no 
questions when there seemed some 
doubt us to the strictness with which 
the “one egg every three weeks" regu­ 
lation had been obeyed. But this pa­ 
tient had three delicious omelettes a 
day for three weeks. No one els# lo 
all th* Central powers, not tbs kaiser 
nor Hlndenburg, had reveled lo any 
such luxury of eggs In three years of 
war. But it saved his life. It wa* 
the mobilization of the eggs, not tbs 
physicians, that did it." 


LABOR PROBLEM 


Question Which Should Be Given 
Serious Consideration by 
Farmer. 


ONE SOLUTION IS OFFERED 


Good Homes, Fair Wsges and Soma 
Privileges Will Attract Dateable 
Men Who Underetand Farm 
Work. 


(Prepared by th® tatted States Depart­ 
ment of Agticoltui 
Washington,—The supply of perman­ 
ent farm labor—note th** word perman­ 
ent—will not be assured In muny sec­ 
tions of the country, and on some 
farms, at least, In every section of the 
country, unless more attractive living 
conditions are offered the fit nil lies of 
hired hands on farms. 
W ar conditions cause a farm labor 
problem that can be sol veil only tty 
emergency methods. 
Throughout the 
uutlon communities wilt solve their 
war problems of farm labor shortage 
by utilizing az temporary farm help 
town volunteers and high acloud boys— 
by diverting to agricultural activity 
man power that would not and could 
not be so used excel* in ti real emer­ 
gency. But the town men of farm ex­ 
perience who go to the fields this spring 
and summer and full will be actuated 
solely by patriot Ism rather Hum the 
financial return of the undertaking. 
They are going buck to town us soon 
a# their war work on farms Is finished. 
And. while their services lire vantty 
valuable from a war standpoint, they 
ars not helping at nil to solve the prob­ 
lem of permanent farm help. Hut the 
utan who expects to work on u farm 
steadily, year in und yeur out. Is pro­ 
foundly Interested In the question of 
housing, living conditions und net re­ 
muneration for ftirni work bs compared 
with town work. 


Provide Good Homes. 
The attitude of thousand* of married 
men who are skilled farm workers, 
who have left the country to find town 
employment, but who will return to 
firm work permunently provided furm 
living conditions are compurahle In or­ 
dinary comforts to those In town. I* 
expressed In this letter recently pub­ 
lished in s Texas paper: 
“I am sending la my view of the 
farm labor problem. 
I have been try­ 
ing to get a Job on the farm the lust 
month; still trying to do so. I can find 
plenty of jobs for a Mingle man . . . 
but the farmers im* fur a s I have found 
have no tenant houses, or lf they hurt 
one It would not make a good stable. 
Nlost of the farmers that I have found 
will not permit u furm hand to raise a 
garden or chickens or hogs or ow n s 
cow or horse, and the prevalent puy 
Is Insufficient to support a filmily un­ 
der such conditions. 
I believe lf the 
runners 
would 
build 
comfortable 
houses Hnd either pay better wages or 
give more privilege*. It would be the 
city man calling for help Instead of the 
farmers." 
There are many evidences of on In­ 
creasing de*lre <*o the |*art of men with 
families, now living In towns und cit­ 
ies but with experience us skilled farm 
workers, to go buck to the country. 
They left the farm because they be­ 
lieved they could make more money, get 
more satisfaction out of life, give more 
pleasures and opf*ort uni ties to their 
families In town. Many lmve been dis­ 
appointed. They are willing to return 
to the farm at a smaller cash wage 
than they receive In town, lf they huve 
a fairly good house and ure allowed to 
have a garden and raise a few pigs 
and perhaps have the use of a cow. 
Lebec Problem Remains. 
What about It? 
Ysu ara a farmer 
and you are looking for permanent 
farm help; nqt only emergency help 
to produce and harvest war crop!', but 
a man or men to Use on your farm Had 
work the year round. Are your learnt 
houses the kind of places a mao would 
like for his family to call borne? Ar# 
they the kind you would Uke to live 
In? 
‘NthI” you say, “The other man Is 
hiking fur a job .and I urn not. I own 
the farm; he wants to work on the 
farm. Do you expect the hired hand 
to have as good a house as the owner? 
If he doesn’t like this house he eun 
leave It!” 
Well, the trouble Is that Is Just what 
he will do—and you will continue to 
have a farm lubor problem on your 
hands. Of course no one expects the 
hired hand to lmve as good a house us 
the farm er; But he does want a com­ 
fortable pixies for his family to live lu, 
and failure to find that on the farms is 
one of the reasons for the Steadily de­ 
creasing supply of permanent furm 
help In recent years. 
It may not please the farmer to face 
tile tact; nevertheless the truth is that 
the skilled farm hand I* in a position 
to be quite as Independent about the 
prof Mouton as the farmer himself. 
When the former says “Take this house 
or leave it,” the really flrst-cluss man 
knows he fun get u good Job else­ 
where—und lie leaves! 
So It may be profitable for som# 
farmers—not all, of course—to think 
that over, bearing In mind that let­ 
ter of the Tex us man to the effect that 
lf the farmers will offer their perman­ 
ent help good houses, fair wages and 
some privileges, “it will be the city 
mon culling for help Instead ut tbs 
farmer.”

Miss Brooks has had u hand In build­ 
ing up these measures to perpetuate 
the memory of the navy’s heroe’a and 
preserve Interesting and authentic ma­ 
terial for history. 
Won Rapid Promotion. 
Enlisting In the naval reserve In 
April, 1917, as a yeoman, third class, 
Miss Brooks has already risen to the 
highest rank open lo women In 
navy, that of chief yeoman. 
As secre­ 
tary to Lieutenant Commander Hall 
she superintends the work of two yeo­ 
man stenographers and a moll clerk, 
all three of them men. 
Like nil the 
other women yeomen, she Is regularly 
enlisted In the navy—enlisted for the 
term of the war.
